To speak of Kean’s performance of Othello in the terms due fo its 
metits, would be difficult ; and even after we had exhausted all our 
stock of high sounding terms of panegyric, we shoul@ have done no 
more than told the world that the swn is bright. We are, however, 
happy to assure it, that Mr.Kean has again all his energies about him ; 
the occasion seemed to call upon him for their fall developement, and 
triumphantly, indeed, did he ar'swer the summons. Young’s Jago is 
only second to Kean’s Othello ; its deep villainy, contrasted well with 
the frank bearing of Cassio, in which character, Charles Kemble is 
without a rival; his dranken-scene was, last night, admirably acted. 
Miss Jarman piayed Desdemona ; it is well suited to her powers, and 
her performance was highly satisfactory. A brilliant audience received 
the Tragedy most enthusiastically, and-we have no doubt but that it 
will be often repeated. during the remainder of the season. ’ Twas I 
concluded, in which the excellent acting of Keeley and Miss Goward, 
with the rich humor of Mrs. Davenport's fadame Maggs, appeared 
to the highest advantage.— The house was crowded to exeess.
